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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed October 30, 2008 (hereinafter referred to as "the response") has been 
entered. Claims 1, 1 1, 22, 39, and 40 have been amended. 

Accordingly, Claims 1-28, 39, and 40 remain pending in the instant application. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .3 12. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Aamer 
Ahmed on December 19, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

Claims 12, 19, and 22 are cancelled. 

1 . A method for testing a candidate drug for treatment or prevention of age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) comprising 

(i) administering the candidate drug to at least one eye of a Ccl2-/- knockout mouse[[,]] and/or a 
Ccr2-/- knockout mouse and/or a Ccl2 / /Ccr2 / knockout mouse , wherein the at least one eye exhibits at 
least one symptom comprising drusen accumulation, lipofuscin accumulation, thickening of Bruch's 
membrane, retinal degeneration, choroidal neovascularization, or a combination thereof, 

(ii) determining the effect of the candidate drug on the at least one symptom, and 
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(iii) correlating the effect of the test compound candidate drug on the at least one symptom with a 
potential utility to treat or prevent AMD. 

3. The method of claim 24- \_ wherein the candidate drug comprises a viral vector encoding wild- 
type Ccl2. 

5. The method of claim 1 , wherein analyzing the at least one eye determining the effect of the 
candidate drug on the at least one symptom comprises determining amount and type of drusen or 
lipofuscin, extent of retinal degeneration, or neovascularization developed therein or a combination 
thereof. 

39. The method of claim 1 wherein the candidate drug comprises stem cells obtained from a wild- 
type mouse and intravitreously injected into the Cc 12 -/-[[,]] and/or Ccr2-/- and/or Ccl2 / /Ccr2 / 
knockout mouse.
